Courant of the Sieges of Verue and Gi- 
braltar, we muft add the following Ad- 
vices. 


From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb. 14. 

Turin, Jan. 14. Monfieur la Rocchia de Leremy, 
Governour of Verue, making a Sally with a {mall 
Party Vother day, to fee what Pofture the Enemy 
were in, receiv’d a Shot in the Arm 5 whereupon he 
was carried to the Camp at Crefcentino to be cured 
of his Wound, and the Baron de San Remy Pallavi- 
cino commands at prefent in his room. All the Car- 
penters that could be found in this Place and here- 
abouts, are gone to Crefcentino, from thence to pafs 
ovef the Bridge to Verue, to be employ’d in making 
good the Damage done to the Fortifications by the 
Enemy’s Artillery, and in contriving new Defences. 
The 11th his Royal Highnefs cdme hither to pay a 
Vift to his Dutchefs, but made no long ftay. "Tis 
advis’d from Verue, that fome Englifh or Dutch 
Miners have luckily difcover’d the Enemy’s principal 
Mine, of which the Befieged ftood in great Appre- 
henfion. Yefterday -his Royal Highnefs gave an En- 
tertainment to his General Officers and Collonels, in 
his Camp at Crefcentino ; where they have reer 
to do but to pafs the Time at their Eafe, undifturb 
and fafe. Today came Letters from Verue import- 
ing, that the Garrifon makes fure Acconnt they fhall 
be able to hold out a Month longer. . 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 13. 

Amfterdam, Feb. 13. The Advices from the Camp 
before Gibraliar of the 16th of laft Month, fay the 
Marquis de Thouy was arriv’d there with 1000 Gre- 
nadiers, and 4000 more French were on their March 
thither. “That norwithftanding the Rains and bad 


‘Weather the Befiegers had advance'd their Works with- 


in 50 Paces of the Covert-Way ; but that the Be- 
fieged having thrown up Retrenchments behind the 
Breaches, and made Barricadoes in the Streets, it will 
be very difficult for the Befiegers to fucceed in their 
Attacks, while the Allies are Mafters of the Bay. 
They write from Paris, that ‘tis uncertain whether the 
Count de Touloufe will command the French Fleet 


this Year ; and that it will not be determin’d, till the | 


Succefs be feen of the new Efforts that are about to 
be mace in Spain to recover Gibraltar. Thefe Ad- 
vices tell us there was a Talk at Paris of fome Let- 
ters being intercepted in Spain, which difcover fome 
Inirigues of the Party which the Houfe of Auftria has 
in that Country ; but that ‘twas likewife talk’d, that 
till Gibraltar be retaken, the Coaft of Catalonia fe- 
curd, and the Ships of War of the Allies expell’d 
the Streights, the Court of Madrid found themfelves 
cblig’d to take no Notice of many things, leaft they 
fhould heighten the too apparent Difcontents of the 
Nation. Thus the fuccefs of the Siege of Gibraltar 
will not only govern the Court of Madrid in the Mea- 
fures they fhall take for the enfuing Campaign, but 
obligesthem to extraordinary Circum{pection in their 
civil Adminiftration. 

Letters from Switzerland of the 4th Inftant tell us 
Advice was come thither, that the Breaches made in 


the Walls of Verue were large enough for an Affaulc 3 
but that the French judg’d ic fafeft firft to blow up 
the Fauffe-brayes by their Mines, in which they had 
loft a great Number of Men and almoft all their Mi- 
ners: That if they thould execute this Defign, it 
would ncceffarily coft them 3 Weeks Work before 
they could take the Place ; but if they thould fail of 
blowing up thofe Works, they might remain before 
it till Bafter. 

They write from Cazal, that the Namber of the 
Sick and Wounded which have been brought thither 
from the Camp before Verue fince the Siege began, 
amounts to above 6000, many of which loft their 
Feet by the extreme Chillnefs of the Weather, The 
Earth has been felt to quake in feveral Places of Italy, 
particularly at Turin and the Country lying round 
it, where fome Houfes were thrown down. The 
Garrifon of Verue have made Intrenchments behind 
their Breaches. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb. 14. 

Pars, Feb. 9. The Letters from Spain, dated 
the 29th of la&t Month, advife, that the Marthal de 
Teffe was fet out from Madrid for the Camp before 
Gibraltar, where Meffieurs de Thouy, Brancaccio, 
and de Maulevrier were arriv’d with the Troops or- 
der’d thither. And that the King had fettled a Pen- 
fion of 12000 Pieces of Eight a Year on the Marquis 
de Rivas, Secretary of the Univerfal Difpatches ; but 
oblig’d him to refign his Office of Secretary, and im- 
mediately gave it to the Marquis de Mejorada. An 
Exprefs that arriv’d here the 7th from the Camp be- 
fore Verue brought Advice, that Monfieur de Lapara, 
the great Ingenier, was arriv’d there. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb. 12. 

Milan, Jan.31. The 28th of this Month, the French 
began to fire from new Batteries rais’d on purpofe,on 
the Fort that is at the Head of the Bridge 6f Com- 
munication of Verue with the Camp at Crefcentino; 
which Fire was continued Day and Night without 
ceafing till this Morning, with fuch Violence, that we 
could eafily hear the Noife of the Cannon hither. 
They having forborn to fire fome Hours, we impati- 


ently expect the Arrival of an Exprefs to tell us the 
Reafon of it. 


From the AmfterdamGazette, dated Feb. 10. 
From the Upper Alfatia, Jan. 31. Some Peafants of 
the Province of Sundtgau report, that the King has 
commanded-that Province to furnifh 20000 Peafants 
to ferve in Arms ; and that next Week the Pea- 
fants inhabiting the faid Proyince are to draw Lots 
who fhall go for Soldiers. Arms are already provided 
for thefe Men ; but where they are to be employ’d 

is yet unknown. 

From the Amft.& Leid.Gazettes, dated Feb.10: 
Frankfort, Feb.4. Some Perfons that are arriv’d 
here from Strasburg report, that that City and the 
Neighbourhood of it are fill’d with Troops, to the 
Number of about 30000 Men, moft of whom are 
boyifh unpromifing Fellows, that are fore’d into the 
Service. ’Tis talk’d part of them are to march roltaly. 
Their Relations have been forc’d to engage for them, 
on the Penalty of Confifcation of their Goods _—— 
ing, 
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King, they. thall nor defert during the three 
Years they are‘ctoferve. The French make great 
Preparations on che Rhine and in Alface, for opening 
the Campaign early. They wrice from Switzeriand, 
that a General Diet of the Cantoiis was opend at 
Baden the 29th of laftMonth; but that nothing con- 
fiderable has yet pafs’d in it. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb. 10. 

Triers, Feb.2. The 2th of lait Month, a Bomb 
§i!'d and a burning Match lying with it, were found 
clofe to the Door of the Magazine of Powder laid up 
here by the Allies, and alfo feveral Grenadves in the 
Magazines of Hay. The Count de Noyelles our 
Governaur being immediately inform’d of it, caus’d 
the Gates of the City ro be thut, and all the Strang:rs 
in it to be brought before hum; among which was 
a Manthat was come from Saar-Louis without a 
Paffporr, whom he caus'd to be examin’d by the 
Fifcal Toffman: He ftood upon his Juftification, and 
alledg'd divers Pretexts for his coming hither ; which 
being judg'd frivolous he was put to the Torture. 
Then he confefs’d, thar he had laid the Bomb we 
mention’d, and that he had been hir'd by the French 
for a great Reward, to blow up or burn our Ma- 
gazines. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb, 12. 

Hanover, Feb. 3. Che Queen of Pruifia who came 
lately from Berlin vo pals the Carnaval here, was 
taken a few days ago with a Squinfy (or Swellirg 
in the Throat.) and the 31ft of laft Vonth in the Night 
(no Remedy that was adminiftred availing) the died, 
Prince Erneftus, one of her Brothers, holding ber in 
his Arms, She is univerfally lamenred by all Ranks 
of People here. The Electorefs Dowager of H»no- 
ver her Mother, who had a moft tender Affection for 
her, is ftruck with fo deep a Sorrow for her Death, 
that the Elector her Eldeft Son, Prince Erneftus, and 
the Duke of Zell who came to pafs the Carnaval 
here, ate oblig’d to be continually with-her to endea- 
vour all they can to mitigate her Grief. Her Ma- 
jefty’s Corpfe is embalm’d ; and all the uftal Ho- 
nours will be decently paid co u, ti!) Orders come 
from the King of Pruiiia for its beirg carrice -o Berlin. 

Hanover, Feb. 6. We begun here ard in alt 
the other Towns and Villages of this Conntry eo toll 
the Bells an hour every da., for the Death of the 
Queen of Pruilia; Her Corpfe is to lye on a Bed’of 
State, which is fitting up hete wirlt ail Diligence and 
Magnificence; and afterwards to be carried to Berlin. 
Our Eleétor, and the Eleétorefs Dowager his Mo- 
ther, arc"in deep Afficti n for her Death, and keep 
their Chambers. the EleCtorefs Dowager her felf is 
indifpos’d. Two Reg ments*of our Elector’s Troops, 
have receiv'd Orders to hold themfelves in Readi« 
nefs to march towards the Rhine at firft Notice.
